It is customary, in the wake of such elections as stirred Menlo 
Park last week, for editors to call on the former partisans to “close 
ranks,” dedicate themselves to “unity,” 
the expressed will of the people, aid 
gram demanded fy the voters. 

We hate to say it, but the election resu!ts, among other 


things, indicate that this would probably be a lot of wasted 
printers’ ink. 


Why do we think so? 

1. A total of 1067 voters (against 666) beat the $1.75 permis- 
sive tax rate maximum measure March 9. A total of 956 voters 
cast ballots against the tax rate measure last Friday. This demon- 
strates that all the wailing and weeping done in the intervening 
weeks only converted about 100 souls. 

The fact that the tax rate maximum measure passed at all 
can only be attributed to the fact that somewhat more than twice 
as many voters as previously got to the polls last week. These 
latter Johnny-come-lately’s will probably sink back into their 
torpor now, while the “Noes,” who always vote, will be on hand 
in full strength the next time a school finance election rolls 
around. 

2. As. individuals, we're sure, the losing candidates bear no 
grudge agains the winners. But it’s been observable, since before | 
the formation of the 1952 school district citizens’ committee, that 
a determined minority group in the district has been dedicated 
to a continuous policy of harrassment and criticism. 

Why should it quit now? 

3. Where a neighboring school district last week voted to 
to bond itself into hock for $5,000,000, by a margin of five 
ballots to one, there has never been any evidence to support 
the view that Menlo Park Elementary School District voters 
will show any similar signs of responsibility for the educa- 
tion of their children. 

If the patterns of the past are any guide, any request for 
bond issue monies — and the MPSD will very likely have to make 
such a request within the next year —will be greeted with an- 
guished cries, demands for “explanations,” and so forth. 

The hard core of unconvertible “Noes” will neither learn nor 
forget, the bulk of the rest of the adult population won't make 
it to the polls, and the children of the district will in all probability 
get their instruction in “double sessions.” 

We'd like to think that something we could present in these 
columns would wake the parents up to the simple mathematical 
fact that there are, already, enough children in the district to fill 
as many classrooms as could have been built with the $300,000 
bond issue by the time they would have been finished. 

We've devoted considerable news space to reviewing the 
Wise report, figures garncred by the school district, and numer- 
ous other predictions to this: effect. 

But nobody pays any attention. And when the present ‘school 
district citizens’ committee goes to work on the same problem, 
they'll probably be met with similar indifference. 

But in the face of perennial indifference — plain lack of citi- 
zenship — calls for “unity” and so forth become 
cliches to be read for amusement and for gotten.

A short while ago I was startled 
by a statement made by a young 
lady that people she knew were 


| buying a home in Palo Alto be 


cause texes are too high in Menlo 
Park. 

Although if has been a popu- 
lar sport here to rail against ris- 
ing property taxes, I did not 
éream that anyone considered 
that moving to the other side of 


San Francisquito creek was a 
selution. Now let’s look at the 
facts. 


In Menlo Park our city taxes are 
collecied by the county on the as- 
sessed valuation set by the county 
assessor. The total of all our pro- 
perty tax levies, city, county and 
special district, this year in the 
Menlo Park school district is 
$6.852 per each $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

In the Ravenswood school dis- 
trict the total rate is $7.065 in one 
section and 6.965 in the other. 

In Palo Alt» the city collects its 
own taxes on assessed valuation 
set by its own assessor. This year 
the city’s tax rate is $1.19 per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 

The taxpayer also receives a tax 
bill from Santa Clara county for 
county, school and special district 
purposes. This year that tax totals 
$5.02 per $109 of assessed valua- 
tion. 

The total of $6.21 is only nine 
to 12 per cent below our several 
rates, hardly enough for anyone 
to make that the basis for living: 
in one city or the other. 

Tax rates ave only one factor in 
the answer we seek, however, for 
we want to know how many dol- 
lars ard cents we have to pay the 
tax coilector, and for that reason 
we must also find out how our pro- 
perty would be valued for tax pur- 
poses. 

A Senate interim committee last 
year studying assessing practises 
in the various counties of the 
state, by sample appraisal deter- 
mined that on the average the San 
Mateo county assessor valued pro- 
perty for taxation at 24.15 per cent 
of its actual cash value compared 
with en average of 31.86 per cent 
by the Santa Clara county asses- 
sor. 

The tax rates in Menlo Park, 
fore, on this basis are 
$1.66 per $190 of ACTUAL val- 
ue in the Menlo Park school dis- 
trict and $1.71 in one section of 
the Ravenswood school district 
and $1.69 in the other. 

The Santa Clara county rate in 
Palo Alto of $5.02 translates to 
$1.60 per $100 ACTUAL value. 
The State Board of Equalization 
reports that the Palo Alto city as- 
sessor assesses property on the av- 
erage at a rate 12 per cent higher 
than the county assessor. 

Making this adjustment brings 
the cify’s basis to about 38.3 per 
cent of actual value. That would 
make the City of Palo Alto rate of 
$1.19 equal to $0.46 per $100 AC- 
TUAT value The sum of the Palo 
Alto and Santa Clara county AC- 
YUAL rates is $2.06, which com- 
pares with our $1.66 to $1.71. 

These figures are based upon 
what the committee itself termed 
an inadequate sample. It is, how- 
ever, the best information that we 
have to go upon, and in all events 
indicates our good neighbor to the 
south is certainly no betler off 
than we are tax-wise.

Lawns in California have a big 
job to do. They provide year 
around beauty, a setting for house 
and garden, and double as a play- 
| ground, 
We expect them to be green and 
useable year round. 
They survive great variances in 
weather and are a prey to many 
weeds and bugs. Their “crop” is 
cut every week, yet the same 
amount is produced by the next 
week. 

There has been a great revol- 
ution in the thinking of turf- 
men and home owners about 
the perfect lawn. The aim now 
is for an ideal mixture, not a 
perfect grass. It is even possible 
to live in harmony with a few 
weeds, something just not pos- 
sible in a Bent lawn. 

The development of fescues and 
the elimination of clover in mix- 
tures are the most vivid changes. 
A great boon to lawns has been 
the development of selective weed 
killers. 2,4-D takes care of broad- 
leaved weeds, and chemicals 
known at PMA or KOCN are effec- 
tive against crabgrass if used when 
it first comes up and until seed 
heads form. 

Actually, many of the problems 
besetting a lawn can be avoided 
by proper maintenance. For exam- 
ple, watering should be done cor- 
rectly or it may favor the growth 
of obnoxious weeds. 

HOW TO KEEP CRABGRASS 

Light and frequent sprinklings 
wet the surface of the soil and pro- 
vide all the moisture needed by 
the shallow-rooted crabgrass, but 
the deeper rooted turf grasses re- 
main thirsty. Also bare patches 
left by chemical or manual eradi- 
cation of broadleaved weeds offer

Mowing is another task that has | 
pitfalls. If the lawn is shaved too 
closely, the good turf grasses are 
weakened. They will be replaced! 
with crabgrass, which grows flat 
on the ground beneath the bed 
knife of the mower. 


The lawn mower should be set 
to cut at one and one-half inches 
or higher, and mowed once a 
week. Grass clippings may be 
left on during dry weather. 

In regard to watering, a good 
soaking once or twice a week will 
keep the grass growing vigorously. 

Sprinklers should be run 20-30 
minutes so the soil is soaked al- 
most a foot deep. The outside cir- 
cle of the sprinkler should over- 
lap, as less water is given off than 
in the center. 

One way to be certain of water 
nenetration is to spike your entire 
lawn, There are tools that take out 
a plug of dirt and really let water 
and air get to the roots. 

NEED ‘FEEDING’ 

Ail Jawns will benefit from a 
good feeding of commercial fer- 
tilizer some time in June. This will 
thicken the turf for summer, which 
is the best way to control weeds 
and problems.

'Maggie’s Column: 


By MAGGIE MOORE 

Summer vacation is approach- 
ing, and all over town mothers are 
looking forward to having their 
children home with them all day, 
every day. We might add that they 
are viewing the yearly vacation 
from school with mixed feelings— 
some even with alarm. 

Some mothers get used to skin- 
ned knees and bruises; some moth- 
ers see each new cut and sprain 
as a new special worry. One way 
to prepare for the minor crises in 
everyday life with the children is 
with a knowledge of first aid and 
a good supply of the items neces- 
sary to cope with the hurts chil- 
dren can receive. 

Because our school nurses have 
had the problem of first aid along 
with other health work among our 
children for the past school year, 
we asked Mrs. Dorothy Healy what 
the first aid cabinet in the schools 
contain. Mrs. Healy is nurse for 
Oak Kroll and Hillview schools. 

Here is the list, which is dupli- 
cated in all the schols in the dis- 
trict: 

FIRST AID NEEDS 

Alcchol, aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, baking soda. boric ac- 
id solution (the solution which 
can be obtained at any drug 
store, is put up and bottled in 
the recommended small amounts 
—and there will be times when 
you won’t want to take the time 
to make up a solution yourself), 
calamine lotion, one of three— 
castor oil, mineral oil or olive 
oil tor chemical burns of the eye 
— hydrogen peroxide, tincture 
of green soap, vaseline, adhesive 


tape, applicators (cotton-tipped 
swabs), bandaids, gauze squares, 
tongue depressors, and thermo- 
meters (two). 
THERMOMETERS PLURAL 

In regard to thermometers, yes, 
we do mean it in the plural sense. 
As one physician told us recently, 
“It’s just good insurance to keep 
two thermometers in the house, 
After all, if you should be nervous 
and excited—you may break the 
thermometer just shaking it down. 
So keep two on hand and it may 
save the doctor a trip to the 
house.” 

One of the main things to re- 
member about the seemingly 
small hurt a child may receive is 
to be sure that the wound is clean. 
Don’t just put on a bandage and 
expect it to heal without further 
ado. That is the “why” of the 
green soap and the hydrogen per- 
oxide. The latter has a kind of 
“mechanical” action when _ it 
foams up that can clean out a cut.

At the same time, when a child 
is cut and there is a great deal of 
bleding, mothers shouldn’t at- 
tempt to care for it without pro- 
per medical help, and the child 
should be taken to a doctor. 
KNACK FOR NICKS 

Most children seem to have a 
knack for scratches and abrasions 
(skinned areas). While a bandage 
may suffice, it is important that no 
adhesive material touch an abras- 
ed area, as it can cause an infec- 
tion. That is where the gauze 
squares come into use—they are 
larger and can protect the area 
while it heals. 

Tongue depressors are not only 
good to use when peering down 
the child’s throat, but they can al- 
so be used as splints for a sprain- 
ed finger—again there is the cau- 
tion that mother take her child off 
to the doctor for a check against 
a more serious injury. 

Along with these reminders on 
first aid, Mrs. Healy said also, that 
a part of safety regarding children 
—which helps to keep the need 
for first aid at a minimum—is to 
teach caution. 

TEACH CAUTION 

“We: must realize, as parents,” 
she said, “that caution must be 
taught as objectively as lacing the 
shoes. Children play on bicycles 
or picket fences with no special 
attention to possible injury. It’s 
up to the parent to explain the 
chances of danger. 

“It doesn’t, pay to let children 
learn the hard way,’ Mrs. Healy 
went on, “it’s too expensive!”
